Taxpayers who were 
not satisfied with the appraisements 
fixed by the local assessors had op­ 
portunity to appeal to the board of 
review and if the differences w*ere not 
adjusted to their complete satisfac­ 
tion they could take an appeal to the

\\ ashington, July l l — Senators op­ 
posing the league of nations today 
seized on six words from President 
Wilson’s speech 
to

truth of their contention that ratifi­ 
cation of the league will rob the Uni­ 
ted States of

independence of 
action. 
The six words are: 
“At whatever cost of independent 
action.” 
, 
President 
Wilson used them 
in 
declaring that; the world demanded a 
new order of international politics 
founded on freedom and justice. Ha 
then added that it wras in the league 
of nations that mankind found its 
only hope of this new order. 
Thus 
the President, anti-leaguers argued 
today, demanded 
that 
the United 
States commits itself to give up its 
independence to whatever extent the 
league deems necessary. 
“This statement 
taken with 
the 
President’s 
assertion 
that United 
States i- legally bound to accept the 
advice of the league’s council proves 
absolutely what 
the proponents of 
the league have denied,” said Sena­ 
tor Borah. 
“ I hey have insisted that we would 
be under no legal obligation to act 
on the league’s advice unless we felt 
honor compelled to. 
But the Pres­ 
ident clearly views the situation dif- 
feren tly.” 
Opposition senators were actively 
preparing today to carry the fight on 
Wilson 
trom a new’ 
angle. 
While 
they have 
previously 
centered the 
opposition on aeticle IO of the cov­ 
enant they 
are 
now 
preparing to 
make the Shantung question the first 
test of strength. 
President W ilson’s expression of 
willingness 
to 
appear 
before 
the 
senate foreign relations committee at 
any time to be questioned concerning 
the treaty and league was pointed to 
bv those favoring the ratification as 
evidence of his confidence that the 
documents cannot be successfully at­ 
tacked. 
The president, it was said, 
is quite ready to discuss the provi­ 
sions with his opponents whenever 
they are ready to meet him. 
Administration senators said they 
were sure that after much 
verbal 
battling on the floor the treaty and 
league would win when it came to a 
vote. 
They considered the president, 
in his speech of yesterday, withheld 
rno>t of his strong arguments for use 
later in the campaign after the op­ 
position has revealed its own line of 
assault.

The education program, considered 
by bolshevik leaders to be far in ad­ 
vance of anything in vogue today, 
practically takes the raising and edu­ 
cating of children out of the hands 
of the family and places children in 
the charge of the state.
